MESSAGE 


FROM THE 
GOVERNOR, 


TO BOTH BRANCHES OF THE LEGISLA- 


TURE—JAN, 14, 1830. 


To the, Senrrte and Bouse of Representa- 


tives of the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


GENTLEMEN, 


By the eleventh section of the 


second article of the constitution, the 
governor is required to give to the gen- 
eral assembly information from time to 
time, of the state of the commonwealth, 
and to recommend to their considera- 
tion such measures as he shall judge 
expedient. 


In compliance with this constitution- 


al provision, I have deemed it my duty 
at this time to communicate :o the le- 
gislature the actual amount of the debts 
heretofore contracted, and owing by 
the commonwealth on loans authorized 
at different times by acts of assembly; 
together with the amount of moneys re- 
quired to pay the debts now due on con- 
tracts for carrying on the work upon 
the respective divisions of the canal, 
and the sums which will be required to 
complete the works of every descrip- 
tion yet to be done upon those divisions, 
as estimated by the engineers. 
In ma- 


king this communication, I desire it to 
be distinctly understood that I do not 
myself frei, nor do I intend to excite in 
the public mind, a want of confidence 
in the ultimate utility of the works of 
internal improvement already commen- 
ced, or in the ability of the common- 
wealth to conduct them to a successful 
completion : on the contrary, there'is 
every reason to believe, that by the for- 
mer, the wealth and prosperity of the 
state and of its citizens will eventually 
be greatly increased, and that, with re- 
gard to the latter, the credit and resour- 


000,000, clown to and including the 
partial temporary loan of §40,000, un- 
der the act of 17th Xov 1829, consti 
tute an aggregate of 88,286,000. 
And 


by a communication from the same of- 
ficer of the same date, which is here- 
with exhibited, marked B, it appears 
that the further sum of $4,000 was b<->r- 
rowed from the Harrisburg bank, un- 
der the last mentioned act of 17th Nov. 
last, arid the sum of §10.000 from the 
bank of the Northern Liberties, under 
the act of 7th Dec. last; which increases 
the aggregate of debt before mentioned 
to the sum of $8,300,000. 


_ By the report of the canal commis- 
sioners, recently communicated to the 
legislature,!t appears that thedebts actu- 
ally due upon ihe respective divisions of 
the canal, according to the reports of 
the acting commissioners and superin- 
tendants, amount to the sum of $ 1,398,- 
790 67; >and that the whole amount of 
work of every description, yet to be 
done upon the several divisions, as esti- 
mated by the principal engineers, is g2,- 
060,742 39.: making an aggregate of 
83,459,533 06, to be provided for by 
the present legislature, by way of loan 
or otherwise,as to them shall seem most 
expedient. 


From information recently received,- 


from sources which may be safely re- 
lied on, there is reason to beli'eve'that 
little difficulty will exist in-procuring 
on loan any sum or sums of money, 
which the present exigencies of the 
commonwealth, or its j'uture operations 
in relation to completingthe works now 
in progress, may require ; and I would 
most earnestly recommend to the seri- 
ous consideration of the legislature, the 
necessity of immediate action on their 
part, in reference to this deeplv interes- 
* * 
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spark of patriotism existing in the 
breast^of the individual thus taxed, 
must silence all complaint. 


Articles of luxury, of every descrip- 


tion, which are not classed among the 
necessaries of life, but may be ranked 
among its convenience;, and its com- 
forts, and which are considered rather 
ornamental than useful, are always, in 
case the public exigencies require it, 
proper subjects for taxation ; and there 
is reason to believe, that from this 
source alone, should it be deemed in- 
expedient to resort to ihose already 
mentioned, a sufficient revenue might 
be derived, which, in addition to'the 


ces of the state still remain unimpaired, 
and will always be found entirely ade- 
quate to the final consummation of the 
objects of improvement contemplated 
to be carried into effect. 


Justice, however, to those upon whom 


the duty has devolved to make provis- 
ion for the debts heretofore contracted 
and now due and payable ; to provide 
the means for meeting the necessary 
expenditures of the current year, to- 
gether with an adequate permanent 
fund for the payment of the interest on 
the whole amount of principal borrow- 
ed, and to be borrowed for purposes of i 
internal improvement; demands an 
honest and candid exhibition of the ac- 
tual state of indebtedness of the com- 
monwealth, not only as a guide to legis- 
lative deliberation, but also that the cit- 
izens of Pennsylvania may be apprized 
of the necessity which may hereafter ex- 
ist of invoking the exercise of their pat- 
riotism to aid in maintaining the credit 
as well as the character of the state, by 
contributing a small portion of their 
substance to its relief, should circum- 
stances render such a requisition indis- 
pensable. 


That the works, when completed, 


•will afford a speedy relief from any mea- 
sures which may be deemed of an one- 
rous or bunhcnsome kind, should a re- 
sort to such measures become absolute- 
ly necessary, there is just reason to be- 
lieve ; and the character, the intelli- 
gence, the public spirit and patriotism 
of the people of Pennsylvania, for which 
they are so justly remarkable, give am- 
ple assurance that when the necessitie. 


.ting subject. 
The situation of the con- 


tractors on the several divisions of the 
canal, and of those employed on them, 
is represented as being in the highest 
degree distressing ; and that immediate 
relief is indispensable, as well for the 
comfort of the individuals concerned, 
as for the honor of the commonwealth 
itself. 


To maintain the integrity and the 


credit of the state unimpaired, it is es- 
sential that some provisions of a per- 
manent nature, in addition to the fund 
already set apart for that purpose 


objects already set apart for that pur- 
pose, would produce a fund adequate 
to the extinguishment of the interest 
which may, from time to time, accrue 
on the sums, in which the common- 
wealth may stand indebted. 
A consid- 


erable revenue might also be raised, 
without much inconvenience to the 
public, by a light tax imposed on an- 
thracite and bituminous coal. 


Another mode of raising a revenue 


sufficient to constitute the fund requi- 
red, and which would ultimately re- 
deem the character of Pennsylvania 
from the only imputation which can 
with even a shadow of justice be alleged 
against her—the want of a fund on 
which to commence a general system 
of education—presents Hself. 
It is a 


lamentable truth, that Pennsylvania is 
vastly in the rear of most of her sister 
states in the march of learning and sci- 
ence ; and it is a subject of the deepest 
regret among the wise and the virtuous 
of her citizens, without distinction of 
party, that a fund for commencing a 
system of education, on liberal and en- 
lightened principles, had not long since 


should be made for the payment of the 
interest, as well of the existing loans of 
eight millions three hundred "thousand 
dollars, above mentioned, as of the sev- 
eral sums to be borrowed from lime to 
time hereafter : and, as a means for rai- 
sing a fund for that object, I would beg 
leave to suggest, either that the divi-

I 
assuredly need not say to "the enlight- 
enedjiodies to which this communica- 
tion is addressed, that our liberties and 
our free institutions are but precarious 
blessings, and that sooner or later we 
shall be deprived of both, unless know- 
ledge is disseminated among our citi- 
zens by means of education. 
This 


truth is ^self-evident, and cannot be cle 
nied. 
E%'ery day's experience attests 


its verity, and shows the danger to be 
apprehended to the stability of the re- 
public, from a want of correct informa- 
tion on the part of our citizens.

would suggest, therefore, for the con- 
sideration and the serious deliberation 
of the legislature, the propriety of pro- 
viding by law, that the commissioners 
of the several counties within the com- 
monwealth, in addition to the annual 
assessment of the ordinary county rates 
and levies, be authorized to assess a 
certain per centum of small amount, 
upon the properly real and personal, 
trades and occupations, Sec. of the citi- 
zens, to be collected by the same officer 
to whom the collection of the county 
taxis entrusted, to be paid over by ihe 
several county treasurers to the corn- 


accountability on the part ofevery pub- 
lic agent entrusted with the receipt and 
payment of money, to some department 
of the government, to be clothed with 
ample powers to inquire into, examine, 
and decide upon all accounts and vouch- 
ers which shall be exhibited for settle- 
ment and payment; and to enforce and 
exact j'rom every such agent a riijid 
compliance with such rules and regu- 
lations, for the settlement of accounts, 
as shall be deemed expedient and pro- 
per to be adopted by such department, 
for effectually attaining the contempla- 
ted object.

town, that millions of dollars could 
have been obtained.

three and four millions of florins were 
instantly subscribed. Mr. Ellis moved 
the reference of the subject to the com- 
mittee of ways and means.

lution to lie on the table for a day or 
two.

HARHISBURG, Jan. 19. 


We stated a few days ago, that ihe 


whole balance of the permanent loan 
authorised by the act of April, 1829, 
had been taken by the Bank of Penn- 
sylvania, and that offers were made 
from other sources to loan money to 
the state. 
During the last week, the 


Bank of Pennsylvania took the tempo- 
rary loan of one million of Dollars, au- 
thorised at the commencement of the 
present session, so that all the losns, 
authorised by the state, both perma- 
nent and temporary, are now taken ; 
and there is good reason to believe, 
that more money could now be obtain- 
ed on fair terms, if an additional loan 
of a reasonable amount was immedi- 
ately authorised. 


The wise and judicious course. re- 


commended by Governor Wolf, in re- 
lation to the extent and management of 
internal improvement, seems already to 
have had some influence in restoring 
the confidence of capitalists in the abil- 
ity and disposition of the state to meet 
her engagements and pay the interest 
of her loans. 
Should the views of the 


executive be seconded by a prompti- 
tude of action on the part of the legis- 
lature, in authorising the loan of a suf- 
ficient sum of money to prosecute the 
present contracts with energy to com- 
pletion, and provide ways and means 
to meet 
any 
deficiency that may 


happen in the payment of interest, all 
the difficulties which have been staring 
us in the face must soon vanish. 
But 


if the legislature will continue to press 
forward new projects, without comple- 
ting those already under contract, and 
without 
adopting some additional 


source of revenue to meet the interest 
of loans ; embarrassments, losses and 
difficulties will continue to press upon 
the government and the people. It is 
time we should begin to learn wisdom 
by experience, and, as the state debt 
will amount, during the present year, to 
eleven millions, and a deficiency in the 
revenue of at least §200,000. to meet 
the interest of that debt, will exist ; it 
is time, that prudence should enter in- 
to our system, and means be provided 
to meet our engagements. 


It is the opinion of many intelligent 


gentlemen, whose opportunities of 
judging are good, that the Delaware 
division of the canal, when finished, 
will produce the nett sum of §50,000 
annually to the itate. This work then, 
ought to be completed in the shortest 
time possible. 
The Western division 


is now completed, and it is fair to pre- 
sume, that this division, together with 
the Juniata and Susquehanna divisions, 
will, when completed, yield at least 
5$75,OOQ per annum, making the nett 
amount of toils to be received from all 
the works now under contract $$125,- 
000, a sum sufficient to pay the inte- 
rest on a large portion of the canal 
debt. Our views, therefore, are that 
the present contracts should be prose- 
cuted with energy to completion, and 
that the extension of the work should be 
gradual, and regulated according to 
the ability of the state to borrow money 
without resorting to oppressive taxa- 
tion.

In the house of representatives, yes- 


terday, a memorial was received from 
the Harrisburg bank, proposing lo lend 
the State 500,000 dollars, at five per 
cent, interest, provided the legislature 
will extend its charter seventeen years 
from 3837; guarantee to it exclusive 
privileges within the county of Dau- 
phin during that lime, and cause the 
withdrawal irom Harrisburg of the 
branch bank of Pennsylvania. 
The 


memorial also proposes to give 20,000 
dollars to the borough of Harrisburg 
for purposes of improvement. It was 
referred to the committee on ways and 
means. 


Mr. Waugh, of Mercer, presented a 


memorial in favor of an immediate lo- 
cation of the route for a canal from 
Pimburglo lake Erie, and the putting 
of 25 to 30 miles of that canal under 
contract the present year. It was refer- 
red to the internal improvement com- 
mittee. 


Mr. Morgan, reported a bill direct- 


ing the payment of interest on certain ] 


debts incurred for canal and rail road 
purposes. 
He also reported a bill to 


confirm the agreement between 
the 


commissioners of Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey,in relation to the use of the 
waters of the Delaware, for canal and 
other purposes. 


Mr- M'Sherry offered a resolution, 


instructing the committee on the judi- 
ciary system, to inquire into the expe- 
diency of providing by law, that in no 
case either of warrant, improvement, 
or any other right for lands, shall any 
interest be charged on the purchase 
money of any of the said lands for the 
time which elapsed between the 2d day 
of Dec. 1776, and the 2d of Dec. 1783 
—which was twice read and adopted. 


The resolutions of Mr. Moore, of 


Beaver, submitted to the house in Dec. 
for an inquiry into the expediency of 
imposing a state tax on real and per- 
sonal property, occupations, coal, live- 
ry stables, oyster houses, pleasure car- 
riages, and coffee houses, were taken 
up, and, after considerable debate, post- 
poned for two weeks. 
The money 


proposed to be raised by these resolu- 
tions, was to be appropriated to the 
payment of interest on the debt con- 
tracted for purposes of internal im- 
provement,

THOMAS JEFFERSON, upon the Indian 
question xvhich is now agitating the 
public mind—It is extracted 
from 


a letter to Gen. Kpox, dated Aug. 10, 
1797 :— 


"I am of opinion that government 


should firmly maintain this ground: 
that the Indians have a right to the oc- 
cupation of their lands independent of 
the states within whose chartered lines 
they happen to be ; that until they cede 
them by treaty, or other transaction e- 
quivalent to a treaty, no act of a state 
can give a right to such lands; that 
neither under the present constitution, 
nor the ancient confederation, had any 
state, or persons, a right to treat with 
the Indians, without the consent of the 
general government; that consent has 
never been given to any treaty for ces- 
sion of the lands in question; that the 
government is determined to exert all 
its energy for the patronnge nn'dprotection 
of the rights of the Indians, and the pre- 
servation of peace between the United 
States and them : and that if any settle- 
ments are made on lands not ceded by 
them, without the previous consent of 
the United States, the government will 
think itself bound, not only to declare 
to the Indians that such settlements are 
without Ihe authority of or protection oj the 
United Slates, but to remove them also by 
the public forced 


Steamboat Occident.—The Wheeling 


Compiler states that on the 8th inst. 
about fifty miles below that town, a dis- 
tressing disaster occurred on board the 
steamboat Stranger, by the collapsing 
of a flue. A deck passenger, named 
Joseph Street, of Newburgh, above 
Steubenville, was scalded to death ; and 
a Mr. Hughes, of Pennsylvania, a cabin 
passenger, was severely injured. A 
few others belonging to the boat, were 
slightly injured. The vessel was com- 
ing up the river at the time. The Am- 
ulet came along side-soon;after the ac- 
cident, and towed her to Wheeling. 


Settlement of Blacks in Upper Canada. 
We learn from the St. Ciairsville 


(Ohio) paper, that a colony of blacks 
has recently settled on the unoccupied 
lands in Upper Canada, by the permis- 
sion of the Lieutenant Governor of that 
province. 
It is stated that they have 


purchased 124,000 acres of excellent 
land, and have a million of acres at 
their refusal—that they now have 1100 
persons in their colony—600 of them 
from Cincinnati, and 500 from other 
places, and that, in the spring, the re- 
mainder of the 2000, formerly resident 
at Cincinnati, expect to go there—and 
arrangements are making for exten- 
sive emigration from other places— 
that they are about to send an Agent Jo 
Great Britain to obtain further grants 
of land, and that they will be represent- 
ed as a distinct body in the legislature 
of the Province.

"In the House of Representatives, yes- 


'terday, tin- first hour was occupied in 
the presentation of petitions. 
_A num- 


ber of hills were then reported from the 
various Committees, among whielMyas 
the Naval Appropriation Kill. 
The 


House then resumed the consideration 
of the resolution offered hy Mr. Hunt, 
rel.uive to the distribution of the Pub- 
lic Lands, when, after a modification by 
the mover referring the subject to a Se- 
lect Committee, Mr. Speight of North 
Carolina, briefly addressed the House. 
Mr. Ingersoll then demanded the pre- 
vious question, which was sustained.-— 
The main question was then ordered 
to be put, when Mr. Hammonds asked 
for a division of the resolution, so as to 
take the question 'first on the general 
question as to ihe distribution of the 
Public Lands, and subsequently on the 
ratio. This led to some discussion on 
a point of order, whether it was in order 
to divide a resolution, the propositions 
in which, were KO dependent on each 
other. 
The Speaker decided that it 


was in order, and from this decision an 
appeal was made to the House, but the 
decision of the chair was finally sus- 
tained. 
The question was then taken 


on the first proposition, the general 
subject of distribution, and carried in 
the affirmative by a vote of 127 to 59.— 
A demand was then made for a division 
of the remaining propositions, so as to 
take a vote on the purposes — "forjlidu- 
cation and Internal Improvement," dis- 
tinct from the ratio. 
Mr. Taylor, of 


•New York, then demanded a further 
division so as to separate the objects. 
He was willing to vote for the distribu- 
tion for the purposes of Education,^ but 
not for Internal Improvement. The 
residue of the resolution was thus divi- 
ded into three distinct questions, but 
before any question was taken, the 
House adjourned. 


The National Intelligencer of this 


morning says :— The decision yester- 
day made in the House of Rrpresenta- 
tives, though upon a proposition for 
inquiry merely, assumes (from the long 
debate had upon it) a solemnity and 
importance not usually due to decis- 
ions upon propositions for inquiry only. 
In effect, it is decided, by a majority of 
forty three votes, in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, that it is expedient to dis- 
tribute the proceeds of the Sales of Pub- 
lic Lands among the several States, in 
other words, that they shall be set a- 
part in proportions for each State, as a 
fund to be applied to certain purposes 
within each State. 


We suppose that the vote to-day on 


the purpose* to which this fund is to be 
applied will indicate, as proposed in 
the original motion, Education and In- 
ternal Improvement. The majority in 
favor of the principle of distribution \ 
great and unexpected ; and a number 
even of those who voted against it are 
known to be in favor of the exercise of 
the power of Internal Improvement by 
the General Government.

Extract of ft letter, dated 


WASHINGTON-, Jan. 6. 


I wrote to you yesterday, that the 


President had nominated Mr. Baldwin 
to the Senate, for an associate judge of 
the Supreme Court of the U. Stales. 
The nomination has been confirmed to 
day, by a vote of 41 for and 2 against 
it, the two Senators from South Caro- 
lina being in the negative. There were 
twenty-one Senators friendly to the 
late administration, who were in the 
affirmative, and if they had voted in the 
negative, the nomination would have 
been rejected. 
Mr Clayton, from Del- 


aware, while the nomination was under 
consideration, rose, and remarked that 
he had seen in the Telegraph, a paper 
printed in this city, by the printer of 
the Senate, some serious and weighty 
charges against Mr. Baldwin, and he 
wished to know from the Senators who 
possessed the information, and he soli- 
cited it particularly from the Senators 
from Pennsylvania, whether the char- 
ges were sustained by facts. 
Mr. 


Marks said, he considered himself cal- 
led on by the Senator from Delaware, 
to communicate the knowledge he had 
obtained of Mr. Baldwin's character, 
and fitness for the office, derived not on- 
ly from public report, but from a per- 
sonal acquaintance of more than twenty 
years. 
He then went on to give a gen- 


eral statement of Mr. Baldwin's char- 
acter, as a man, and as a lawyer. 
Mr. 


Barnard rose, under some excitement, 
and repelled the charges that Duff 
Green had made, with some warmth 
of feeling; mentioned that Mr. Bald- 
win had the support of a large majori- 
ty of the legislature of Pennsylvania, 
and concurred with his colleague, in 
the statement he had made. 
Mr. 


Clayton said he was satisfied ; and had 
long since known that no statement or 
charges made in that paper, implica- 
ting the distinguished" men in this 
country, were entitled to any weight 
whatever. To this expression, the 
Senators generally nodded assent. 


The United Stales and (he Indians.— 


We do not wish to forestall public o- 
pinion, but if we are not greatly de- 
ceived, the sentiments of the nation are 
widely at variance with the proceed- 
ings of the Executive and the State of 
Georgia, in relation to the Southern 
Indians. No question of right, since 
the declaration of our independence, 
has awakened so deep and general an 
interest, or been so extensively discus- 
sed, as that which involves the late ot 
these unfortunate beings. This inte- 
rest has not been stimulated by politi- 
cal animosity, for it has disregarded 
and overran all party distinctions : the 
discussion has not been carried on by 
a few impertinent intermeddlers with 
the affairs of Government—it has en- 
grossed the calm and labored attention 
of some of the ablest and best informed 
men in the country—men whose opin- 
ions will be quoted with deference and 
respect when the lips that uttered them 
shall be silent in death. The senti- 
ments, therefore, which have obtained 
with the public, are not the excitements 
of an hour—they are not the transient 
impulses of blind sympathy—but they 
are the deep and abiding convictions 
of an enlightened understanding, and 
an unchanging conscience.

have not forgotten the right of sove- , 
reignty which has hitherto been recog- 
nized by nur Government in all its in- 
cour.se with these men, who are now 
required to bend their necks to the foot 
of the oppressor. These remembran- 
ces are all vivid in the minds of the 
public, and they are justly calling forth 
a deep-toned remonstrance at the ruin- 
ous measures pursued towards these 
Indians. 
And if these relics of untu- 


tored strength are allowed to be crush- 
ed, the heart of this nation will be their 
sepulchre. 


In no period of this country has more 


been said of the justice and power of 
public sentiment than at the present ; 
it has been held up as the justifying 
motive for a system of measures that 
have changed the hopes and conditions 
of thousands. Over these changes, so 
far as the public weal required them. 
we utter no execrations. 
But let the 


voice of public opinion be heard now — 
let it be heard on a subject in which 
no party interest or hopes are to be an- 
swered — a subject which involves only 
feelings of national justice and honor, 
and which points to the sentiments of 
posterity. 
From this tribunal the In- 


dian has nothing to fear; he may stiU 
walk erect in the pride and dignity of 
his nature, and at last go to his fathers 
unstained by a surrender of his just 
rights.

LATE FROM COLOMBIA. 


CHAHLKSTOX, S. C. Jan. 11. 


From Captain Armstrong, of the 


schr. Fortuna, arrived at this port yes- 
terday, 22 days from Carthagena, we 
learn that he left General HAHKISON, 
our late Minister to Colombia, and Col. 
TOUKENS, Mexican Charge des Af- 
faires to Colombia, at Carthagena, on 
the 19th December, waiting a convey- 
ance for the United States. 
The U. 


States ship Natchez had been expected 
in Carthagena more than a month, to 
convey Gen. II. to this country. 


The Colombian Convention was to 


commence its sessions in January.— 
BOLIVAR was expected at Bogota aboat 
the 25th December. 
It had been pro- 


posed to establish a monarchy in that 
country; but Venezuela had declared 
her opposition to "such a system, and 
also that she would separate from the 
rest of Colombia in such an event.—• 
This determination of Venezuela had 
produced a great excitement among 
the friends oi BOUVAU, at Bogota, and 
it was expected that the plans of the 
monarchists would, in consequence; 
undergo some aheraiion. 


We also learn, that the statements 


respecting the ill-treatment

Genera! HAUHISON had received from 
ihe authorities at Bogota, are correct. 
The order for ihe expulsion of ihc Bri- 
tish Consul General had been re-issu- 
ed, and again suspended.

the Sultan's treasury would never be a- 
ble to pay. 


The cession in question would com- 


prise, in Asia, a district extending west-
